6 Nie Earl of Hopetoun, curator to the Marquis of An- 

nandale, judging it will be attended with advantage 
to the Public, and with conveniencies to dealers in cattle, 
That a general try{i or market for all kinds of cattle thould 
be held at the NOLTHILL on the fide of the BARHOUSE 
GATE, or turnpike-road, about half a mile from Graitaey- 
Green, propofes that thefe markets fhall commence this year 
1787, and be held annually. 

1. On the fecond Thurfday of June. 

2. On the rsth day of September; and if Sunday, on the 
Monday following. 

3- On Thurfday after the Crief and Falkirk Michaelmas 
markets, being the ‘Churfday before the Carlifle Hompton 
market. 

4. On the fecond ThurfJay of November. 

The advantages of the fituation of Graitney for a general 
market for cattle and theep are very many. It is thought 
the moft centrical place where the greate(t number of fellers 
and buyers can meet. Here is the point of junétion of alll 
cattle from the North and Weft Highlands, and weftera 
counties of the fouth of Scotland that are driven to England, 
and here they divide for the fouth, the weft, and eaft of that 
country. - At no other place in Britain does there pafs fo mae 
ny of the beft and true(ft bred cattle in Scotland. And here 
alfo pafs the greateft number of the cattle from treland. 

The place fet off for the market is extenfive and dry ; and, 
being on a fmall eminence in a flat country, has a command

It is propofed, that a crofs-road is 
to be made from the military way from Annan to Carlifle, to 
the turnpike-road by Graitney, and a bridge over Kirtle wae 
ter, now building, will lead cattle from the weft, by Annaa, 
nearly ftraight to the market place; and in the mean time, 
thefe cattle will go by Graitney Green, and the toll-bar at 
Teadleis Crofs, where they ave to be exempted from toll-du- 
ty on their way to this marker. 

Grajs and paftures of all kinds, from the fineft to the 
coarieit, are to be had in the neighbourhood, at very modes 
rate rates, 

Good accommodation will be got at the Inn of Graitney- 
houfe, lately fitted up, and at the Inns of Springfield and 
Flofhend, and at the fevera] Inns of Graitney Green and the 
neighbourhood.
